stood wishes of his superiors, which ac- 
tion amounts practically to disobedience 
of ordeis. The only reason suggested 
for this course In the absence of any sat- 
isfactory statement on the point fioni 
General Miles—is the feur that U he did 
not secure the prisoners In this way they 
would make terms with ami surrender to 
the Mexicans. This would have render, 
ed the termination of the campaign ap- 
parently less creditable to the Americans. 
In this stnte of affairs there seems to be 
nothing which the authorities can do for 
the punishment of the piiconers except 
to keep them permanently as prisoners of 
war. Even slioulft the civil authontlos 
of Ail/.oua demand them for trial, with 
the most positive proof of murder read) 
for presentation, the hands of the Admin- 
istration would be tied.

Hospital—A 
Good 


Word for an Unfortunate Class. 


WASIIINOTON, Oct. 2.—Dr. 
Purvis 


surgeon in charge of the Freedman's 
Hospital, ip his annual report, states 
that 2,181 patients were treated at the 
hospital during the last fiscal year. Ol 
tills number 1,428 were colored and 703 
white. These figures will serve to cor- 
rect an erroneous Impression that hai 
gone out, that the hospital la designed 
lor any special class. The management, 
the report saya, has bent every effort to 
nuiku It a desirable place for all unfor- 
tunates who may seek admission. Onu 
hundred and eighty-six ex-soldiers weie 
admitted and treated during the year. 
They came to Washington from all parts 
of the country to look after pension 
claims, and, becoming sick, were adroit- 
led—many of them upon the recommend- 
ation of the Commissioner of Pensions. 


JJr. Purvis made Ihe following com 


ments on one class of putleuts treated 
theie: "There were 117 cases of con- 
finement, nn Increase of twenty-five ovei 
last year. As 1 have repoited each year," 
remarks the doctor, "neatly all of these 
eases are colored. I deem It my dutv, as 
a Mmple act of justice, to anticipate' any 
unfavoiahle comment tlmt may be made 
against ihe unfortunates, for such they 
are. My contact nlth the people luH 
been such us to enable me to say a good 
word for them. They are not bad wom- 
en—not lewd; they belong to the labor- 
ing class; are geneialiy house servant" 
who ure ignorant of the laws governing 
good society. They are without educa- 
tion, and have never been surrounded bv 
a healthy moral Influence. They truly 
have been taken ndvintage of 
As n rule 


they arc Industrious, and almost Inva- 
rlubly provide and care for their chil- 
dren after leaving the hospital. 
How 


they manage to supuort them on their 
scanty earnings is a maivel. 
It is a mat- 


ter of rt-giet that ihere is no way ot 
reaching the fathers of these children 
and making them contribute to their sap- 
poi t.

Until further 
notice no second application will be 
granted until the supply of notes is ade- 
quate to meet all current demand.

which the treasury can furnish daily Is 
88,000, and it will be well, the Treasurer 
says, for banks to ascertain through 
their New York correspondents the prob- 
able time when they will receive the ship- 
ment of ones—in the order in which de 
posits are made.

in the lecture room of the Presbyterian 
church last evening to hear the lecture 
on ocean travel and scenes in Ireland 
delivered by Dr. E. L. Hard, president ol 
Blackburn University at Oarlinville, pro 
ceeds tor the benefit of the Women's 
Home Missionary Society. The talk was 
wholly descriptive. In company with 
ministers and college professors Dr. Hare 
visited Ireland, Scotland and England 
three years ago, and while there made 
observations of the customs of the people, 
scenery and objects of interest generally. 
It was a privilege to hear his interesting 
narrative last night, telling of life on the 
ocean in the great steamer "City ol 
Rome," that took across the water nearly 


1100 passengers, ot whales and icebergs

ot tbe Irish people and those of Scotland, 
including word pictures of the beautiful 
scenery of the Emerald Isle. He also 
described the great Giants' Causeway in 
a vivid manner. The lecture closed with 
the presentation of a number of views on 
a canvas by means of a magic lantern.
